What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc.

I’m looking forward to getting 
some great pieces for you. 


Roma Auction XVIII (Sept 29) 

Roma has a spectacular auction coming up on September 29 with 1,367 lots. There are 
three major collections that are in this catalog. The first is the William Stancomb 
collection. William Stancomb is selling his substantial Black Sea collection. Many of 
these pieces can be found as plate coins in the SNG Stancomb publication. Having them 
come to auction is a real treat so I look forward to participating in the sale for this. In 
addition to the Stancomb collection there is the second part of the Hermann Lanz sale 
of Celtic coins. Prof. Lanz is the late father of the numismatist Dr. Hubert Lanz and had 
amassed a large group of pieces. Many of these are plate coins in the book by M. Kostial, 
Kelten im Osten (Eastern Celtics). Additionally many were exhibited at the State 
museum in Munich in 1997. The last featured collection is from a Dr. N. Lowe and is of 
Roman coins. While most of the coins have pedigrees that are not as far back as the 
Stancomb and Lanz pieces, there are some beautiful high relief examples being offered. 

I will be viewing the Roma auction on Sept 24-25 so I would appreciate hearing of any 
lots that customers would like viewed by the morning of the 24th. 


NAC 116 and 117 (Oct 1) 
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NAC has two small but fierce sales on October l. Catalog 116 is titled “A Highly 
Important Collection of Greek Coins of a Man in Love with Art”. It is a mouthful of 
words and it will also prove to be a long line of coins to come after the catalog (this is 
part I of an assuredly large group of coins). Many have inquired who this collector is and 
frankly it doesn’t take long to figure it out. As NAC has not publicly named the person I 
respect this but only to say that the coins in this and other sales were never thought to 
enter the numismatic market again. I’m pleased to see some fantastic coins and 
extreme rarities being offered. 

Catalog 117 is a wonderful group of Gupta Empire gold coins, a few Greek gold pieces but 
mainly focuses on a nice offering of Roman gold coins from “A retired banker”. At the 
end of the catalog is a nice photographic list of what I imagine is the entire collection of 
“the banker”. There are decent pedigrees, some old but most more recent. 

I will be viewing the NAC auction on Sept 28-29 so please let me know your interests 
before the morning of the 28th. 


Kiinker 326 (Oct 7-8) 

Kiinker 326 is the first of several auctions that the German powerhouse will have during 
the second week of October. I will be attending most of the auctions (leaving on the llth) 
but I will just discuss the ancient coins. If you are interested in world coins please do let 
me know as I can view and bid on them as well. 

The first part of the sale features the third part of the Dr. W.R. collection of Greek coins 
of Northern Greece, the Cyclades and Crete. There are many reasonably priced and nice 
pieces being offered. Following this is the Phoibos Collection which features coins from 
the ancient world and a collection of a person named “eines norddeutschen 
Antikenfreundes” (a Northern German friend of antiques). 

I’ve mentioned in last week’s newsletter that you all should check out lots 1238-1240. 
The first two are amazingly beautiful pieces that were owned by Pauline Bonaparte, the 
sister of Napoleon. Maybe my husband could buy me an early Christmas present? (hint 
hint) 

I will be viewing the Kiinker 326 auction on Oct 4-6 so please let me know your interests 
before the morning of the 4th. 


Gorny & Mosch 265 (Oct 14-15) 

G&M is conducting their 265th auction on October 14 and 15 with 1,603 coins. The 
catalog features several Greek coins from a “private southern German collection”. Also 
included are some lovely Republican coins from the collection of a person with the 
initials “H.I.”. Later lots have a nice selection of Jewish and Philitian coins from the 
Shlomo Moussaieff collection. Parts of this collection were auctioned off in the U.S. a 
year or two ago so there is obviously an extensive group of pieces. The sale closes with 
the first part of a Greek Imperial collection and a group of sestertius. 

I will be viewing the G&M 265 lots on Oct 2-3 so please let me know your interests 
before the morning of October 2.

KINGS OF PAPHLAGONIA. Pylaimenes II/III Euergetes. c. 133-103 BC 

AE18, 4.22g (18mm, l2h). Facing bull / BASIAEOZ / IIYAAIMENOY EYEPrETOY. Winged 
kerykeion. 

References: SNG BM Black Sea 1555-6; HGC 7, 441 

Grade: Very sharply struck and one of the nicest examples known. Pretty dark patina with 
some remnants of old dirt. Mint State

Buy Coin 


Ancient Paphlagonia is located in modern day Anatolia, located in northern Turkey. It is one 
of the most ancient nations and even played a part in Homer’s writings of the Trojan War. 
The King Pylaemenes and his son Harpalion were forced out of their ancestral homeland of 
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Paphlagonia during a revolution and along with the Trojan prince Antenor settled in Venetia 
(modern day Venice). 

Of course the name in which this coin is struck was a few thousand years after the first 
Pylaemenes lived. It appears that all subsequent rulers of Paphlagonia took the first name of 
Pylaimenes to link themselves historically to the great King himself. 

The area of Paphlagonia was conquered by Croesus in the 5 th century BC but they continued 
to maintain their own form of government under different princes. Eventually they were 
conquered by the Macedonians under Alexander the Great. After Alexander’s death it was 
given to Eumenes of Pergamom, along with neighboring Cappadocia and Mysia to control. 
Eventually power for the area was taken by Pontus until the fall of Mithradates in 65BC when 
the Romans took control. 

The bull on the obverse of this coin is among the nicest on the market ever offered.
